Hated Romanoffs Kept in Constant 
Fear of Death at Hands of Ni- 
hilists—Emperor Will Not 

| Attend Funeral at 


Moscow. 


| 


St. Petersburg, February !9.—The fu- 
neral of the late Grand Duke Sergius has 
been set for Thursday, February 23. It 
has now been definitely decided that the 
remains of Grand Duke Sergius will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
present, but will be placed in a tem- 
porary receiving vault of the -eloister of 
Chaudoff monastery, to await the com- 
pletion of the alterations now in progress 
in the Romanoff mausoleum in the cathe- 
dral of St. Peter and St. Paul, where 
the permanent interment’ will occur, 
among the tombs of his ancestors. 

On account of lack of space in the 
mausd@leum it was decided last year 
hericeforth to bury only rulers of the 
dynasty in the old mausoleum, and a 
new sepulcher in the new wing of the 
cathedral is now being built for other 
members of the {mperial family. 

No Satety from Terrorists. 

This, however, is not the only reason 
for the decision not to bring the re- 


mains to the capital now. 


Even Governor General Trepoff has 
| recognized the fact that no precautions 


can furnish an absolute guarantee of 
immunity against an act of terrorism; 
and at a great state funeral, where an- 
clent custom requires that the emperor 
and all of the Romaonff family assemble 
and follow the coffin on foot, a singie 
bomb might wipe out the dynasty. 


Regard for the personal safety of the 
sovereign also has led to the decision 
that the emperor shall not go to Moscow 
to attend the funeral of his uncle. It 
is possible that no members of the im- 


perial family will be present on tha: 
occasion, except those who are now 
within the wails of the Kremlin. 

Grand Dukes Constantine and Paul 
probably will represent the emperor at 
the service. Constantine is personally 
popular, never having participated tn the 
pclitics of the court, preferring to de- 
vote himself fo the sciences and arts 
and to his work at the head of the mill- 
tary academy. He went to Moscow im- 
mediately on receipt of the news of the 
assassination of Grand Duke Sergius. 

Grand Dukes Afraid To Stir. 

So grave is the danger of a repetition 
of the Moscow tragedy that several of 
the grand dukes have not stirred out 
of their palaces since the murder, and 
instead of going to Tsarskoe-Selo, to 
aitend the requiem there, they have par- 
ticipated in special services held in the 
chapels of their own palaces. This was 
the case as regards the Grand Duke 
Viadimir and Grand Duke Alexis. 

A special requiem also wag held in 
the winter palace, that Governor General 
Trepoff might attend. General Trepoft 
is known to be under sentence by the 
fighting org@nization of the sociaj revo- 
lutionists, and so far as can Se ascer- 
tained has not ieft his quarters In the 
palace since the assassination of Grand 
Duke Sergius.

Assassin Remains Silent. 


The assassin remains persistently si- 
lent. His idegtity has not yet been es- 
tablished and although the police have 
been investigating diligently, they have 
been unable to gather up the threads 
of the plot or find any clews to any 
possible accomplice. The assassin’s pa- 
pers and clothes offer no means of 
identification, and his pass evidently was 
forged and appears never’to have been 
vised. Photographs have been: taken to 
be dispatched to all the universities: but | 
if the assassin is actually a workman | 
and not a student the police may find 
themselves utterly at sea.

STRONGER LAWS NEEDED 
AS TO MUTUAL COMPANIES 
OMPTROLLER GENERAL W. A. 
WRIGHT is gaing to take occasion 
to recommend in his next report 
to the legislature that more stringent 
regulations be thrown around the mutual, 
industria] and fraternal insurance com- 
panies that are chartered to do busi- 
hess in the state. 

Under the present laws, the comp- 
troller general says, the public has no 
protection from this class of insurance 
companies, except in those cases where 
the $20,000 deposit is made with the 
state treasurer, and the mutual com- 
panies which make this deposit are exe 
tremely few. In fact there are only 
about three of them jin the state, while 
either a mutual company of the other 
class or a fraternal insurance order is 
found in almost every cross roads wwn. 

Only mutual companies which issue 
policies for more than $500 are required 
to make this $20,000 deposit, .so there is 
the greatest Incentive for such companies 
to keep within the $500 limit. 

The vast number of mutual] insurance 
companies, of course, keep within this 
$500 limit. The only requirements made 
of them are that they shall secure char- 
ters from the secretary of state, paying 
therefor the fee of $100, that they pay 
the state license of $40 and $3 for eaca 
agent in the field, and that they file 
copies of their charters, by-laws and 
other papers with the comptroller gen. 
.eral. They are subject to no state in- 
spection, and after complying with these 
requirements they are at liberty to do 
business as they please. 

The discussion as to these mutual com- 
panies came up In the office of Comp- 
troller General Wright as the result of 
éhe fact that a certain mutual insur- 
ance compeny organized in a city in the 
central part of the state, and its agents, 
were threatened with prosecution the 
other day for failing to pay the required 
license fee, It was found that the offi- 
clals of the company thought the only 
legal prerequisite was securing a char- 
ter, after which they could proceed to 
do business at will. When they found 
prosecution was threatened they employ- 
ed a lawyer, who came up to Atlanta, 
saw to it that the other features of the 
law were complied with and got them out 
of the tangle. | 

Better Protection Needed. 

The present laws regarding mutual and 
industria] insurance companies by no 
means afford sufficient protection to the 
people,”’ sald Comptroller General 
Wright. “Take for instance the $500 
limit upon the size of the policy issued 
by those companies which do not make 
a deposit with the state treasurer. There 
is nothing to prevent the issuance of 
two or three $500 policies to the same 
person. This feature, therefore, almost 
ceases to be protective, There have been 
a good many complaints about certain of 
these companies, and I think the laws 
governing them should, by all means, be 
made more stringent.” 

But the fraternal insurance orders, 
many of them, the comptroller general 
regards as perhaps more dangerous to 
the public-who deal with them than are 
the mutual and industrial companies, be- 
cause the former, many of which are 
negro institutions, very seldom are con- 
ducted on anything like business prin- 
ciples. All they have to do is to secure 
a charter from the superior court, pa 
a $10 license fee to the comptroller gen- 
eral and get to work collecting premiums. 
There is no state supervision of* these 
nor do they have to file any papers 
showing their standing. The comptroller 
general expects also to recommend that 
some stronger restrictions be thrown 
around these institutions in behalf of the 
many who patronise them.

The public is greatly concerned over 
the developments of the immediate fu- 
tUre. Other terrorist crimes are gen- 
eially anticipated. According to reports 
many cities and towns are in a condition 
of political ferment, and several officials 
have been assassinated in southern Rus- 
Sla. 

According to qa telephone message from 
Mcscow, the students there are afraid to 
appear on the streets in their uniforms. 

Strikers Again Menacing. 

In addition, the strike situation has 
again grown menacing, especially in the 
matter of the railroads, three of which 
eitsring Moscow are almost completely 
tled up. In St. Petersburg, the strike has 
acsumed the form of a lock-out, the Put- 
licft iron works, the Franco-Russian 
works, the Russo-American rubber works 
and a few smaller concerns having dis- 
charged all their employees with tue no- 
tice that the works will be shut down 
indefinitely. 

Consequently, there are many alarming 
reports afloat as to what the men will 
d>. With 30,000 or 40,000 men out of 
work for an indefinite period, even if no 
more join the ranks of the idle, rioting 
and collisions with the police are feared. 
From the attitude of the men, many 
of the masters are conVinced that they 
have received financial assistance from 
some source, The closing of the Franco- 
Russian and the Putiloff works ts a se- 
rious embarrassment to the government, 
as the former is engaged exclusively on 
navy work and the latter in manufac- 
turing guns and munitiong for the 
army. 

Over 25,000,000 projectiles and shrap- 
nel are being prepared at the Putiloff 
works ang the government has been com- 
pelled within the last ten days to place 
orders in France and Germany for $1235,- 
000,000 worth of munitions. At the gov- 
ernment-owned Nevsky works, the min- 
ister of finance has been able to hold 
the men only by conceding everything 
they have demanded, including the eight- 
hour day. 

The employers, in a letter to Finance 
Minister Kokevsoff, squarely disclaim ali 
responsibility for settling the labor fer- 
ment, declaring that the strike is not of 
economic origin and that the nature of 
the men’s grievances can only be ad- 
justed by political reforms. They claim 
that the condition of industry in Rua- 
sia renders yielding to the demands of 
the men utterly impossible. 

Two Newspapers Suspended. 

The suspension for three months of 
the newspapers, Our Life and Our Days, 
following a second warning, is probably 
equivalent to the final extinction of the 
offending journals. The decree of sus- 
pension assigns a “dangerous tendency” 
to the publications, and specifies several 
articles upon popular representation; but 
the owners of the papers believe that the 
true reason is that no expression of gor- 
row for the murder of Grang Duke Ser- 
gius was printed in their Moscow dis- 
patches and that there was no word o2Z 
editorial comment. 

Perhaps the best explanation is the fact 
that both papers, which circulately large- 
ly among the workmen, have printed ar- 
ticles |bitterly hostile to the govern- 
ment, 


RUSSIANS EXTENDING 
DEFENSIVE WORKS. 
Tokio, February !9.—Field Marshal] Oya- 
ma reports that the Russians are con- 
tinuing their defensive works in all di- 
rections. They continued to shell portions 
of the Japanese line on Friday. On the

WARSAW WORKMEN 
PROFIT BY STRIKERS’ 

Warsaw, February !9.—The chemists 
assistants here have struck, demanding 
shorter hours and one free day each 
week. A majority of the other strikers 
have resumeg work, the only important 
branch still out being the iron work- 
ers. : 

The strike has resulted in a consider- 
able general improvement in the con- 
dition of the workmen. They have ob- 
tained a general advance of !0 per cent 
in wages and shorter hours. in the 
tanning industry, Warsaw's staple trade, 
the men secured the first advance in 
wages in forty years. 


ST. PETERSBURG PLANTS

New York, February !9.—At ithe Rus- 
sian cathedra] of St. Nicholas a “pan- 
nichida,’’ or requium, mass for the Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia was celebrated 
today. The scene was most impressive as 
the great congregation, holding lighted 
candles, responded to the chants of the 
black-robed priests officiating at the cat- 
afalque which had been placed in the 
center of the edifice. 

The Rev. Alexander Hotovitsky, the 
pastor, in his sermon said that the as- 
sassination of the grand duke was a sad 
blow against the real freedom of Russia; 
that the act of the assassin would not 
bring about a betterment of conditions, 
but that violence would retard the liber- 
al tendencies of that country; that the 
act furthermore was not perpetrated by 
Russians or by men who had the welfare 
of Russia at heart. The uprising in Rus- 
sia, he continued, was not of the Russian 
people, but of anarchists who wished te 
destroy the government. 


RAILROAD BRIDGE 
DAMAGED BY JAPS. 

Harbin, February 19.—A party of 
Japanese and Chinese bandits destroyed 
the abutment of the railroad near Yao- 
myn, one hundred miles distant from 
here, early this morning, but the damage 
was all repaired ina few hours, Frontier 
guards heard an explosion at 3:40 
o’clock and found that a charge of gun- 
cotton had been exploded against the 
abutment. Two telegraph poles were 
also destroyed. An unexploded charge of 
gun cotton was found four hundred 
feet from the place the explosion vc- 
curred. Traffic on the railroad Was re- 
sumed at 7 o’clock this morning. 

These attempts on the rallroad are be- 
lieved to have been made to cover move- 
ments of large bodies of Chinese ban- 
dits across Mongolia.

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COTTON PICKING MACH 
WHIGH WILL PICK COTTO 


Apparently Successful Apparatus 
Brought to Attention of 
the Government 


MACHINE WAS TESTED 


Beports to the Department of Agri- 
culture Are to the Effect that 
Test Showed Value of Ma- 
chine—The Tests 
Described. 


Washington, February 
Reports reaching the department of ag- 
yiculture indicate that a cotton, picking 
machine which will really pick cotton 
has been invented and has stood prac- 
tical tests. 

The patent office is filled with designs 
of eotton picking machines that have 
been filed in the past, but no entirely 
satisfactory results have ever been at- 
tained. Last year an apparatus designed 
by C. A. Lewry, who invented 
reund bale ginning machine, was brought 
to the attention of the bureau of plant 
industry of the department of agricul- 


ture, and the chief of that office, ipsa 


fessor B. T. Calloway, arranged to have 
the operations of the device inspected 
by J. F. Dugear, director of the Ala- 


bama experiment station, and C, H. 
BMlingsley, an agent of the department. 
The tests were made near Montgomery. 


Mr. Billingslev’s report has reached Pro- 

fezeor Calloway and has been found to 

contain many points of interest. 
Reports on Machines. 


Tt fe as follows: 

“Briefly stated, the machine consisis of 
a frame on four wheels, two of which 
are flanged traction or drive wheels; @ 
four-horsepower gasoline engine which 
drives the supporting wheels by means 
of sprocket chain connections, thus car- 
rying the entire machine forward at a 
rate which is under the control of the 
operator. The engine also drives the 
mechanism which carries the picking 
belts. The essential part of the machine 
{fs the picking arms. There are eight of 
these—one for each hand of the four op- 
erators, who ride on the machine for the 
purpose of directing these picking arms. 
Last, there is an engineer to guide the 
machine and four men or boys (pre- 
ferably boys) to point the tips of these 
‘picking arms at the open bolls as the 
machine moves past the plant. 

“Bach picking arm may bde likened to 
a small tin trough closed. on the sides 
and bottom and open on the top. This 
trough is about 2 I-4 inches wide and 
about the same deep. In its bottom runs 


an endless beit of cloth and rubber 2. 


inches wide and thickly studden with 
meta] tacks bent upward, something like 
the cards used in making bats of wool 
and cotton. These tacks do the picking, 
the contact of even a few fibers being 
sufficient to draw the entire contents of 
an open boll against the dDelt, which car- 
ries the seed cotton up 4 fet into a re- 
ceptacie. This belt travels at the rate 
of 860 feat per minute. The tower end 
of the trough has no sides or bottom, 
thus exposing about 3 inches of the un- 
der side of the studded belt, as well as 
its lower end and upper side. This per- 
mits the picking of a holl either from 
above or from below or even makes pos- 
sibie the picking of cotton frem_ the 
ground. I tried the handling of the arms 
and found them so light, movable and 
nicely balanced as to make the guiding 
of that an easy task. 

‘With cotton stems as brittle as those 
used in testing the machine, a small pro- 
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aalo of bolls break off and both burrs 
‘and seed cotton start up the endless belt. 
| Most pt these burrs are knocked off and 
ithrown out by a loose small roller and 
| by a series of wire pigs in the sides of 
(the trough and about half an inch above 
(the outer surface of the tacks or teeth 
lof the picking belt. An effective brush 
removes the seed cotton from the end- 
less belt very thoroughly. 

“I consider the principles 6n which the 
machine operates correct and practical. 
In a few features it is in an experimental] 
stage. The cotton grower will demand 
ithe following requirements of a cotton 


' picker: 


' picking of a large percentage of the total! 


adhering to the plant or on the ground. 
“2. A product in picked seed cotton, 
rot excessively trashy or containing much 


clearing machinery at the gin. 


“3. Durability of construction, with 


‘lsuch cimplicity and lMghtness as to bring

_ “4, Eeonomical operation; not requir- 
‘ings excessive labor or fuel, and no great 


degree of technical skill on the part of |

“5. The capacfty to pick much more 
‘cotton per day than could be picked by 
‘field hands equal ig number to the crew 
lrequired for the machine. 


Conditions of the Test. 
| The conditions under which the tests 
were made are described by Mr. Bil- 
lingsley as follows: 
| *Ootton plants: Entirely dead, nearly 
all of the leaves dropped; picked once 
‘before and now only about three and 
one-half bolls to the plant. The plants 
were small, about 20 or 22 inches high, 
in 4-foot rows, thick in the drill, poorly 
jithinned so there were many piants to- 
‘gether in many cases. The Variety was 
Peterkin, which has very smal! bolls, 
ard, in this case, contained a large per- 
centage of immature frosted bolis only 
partially opened. 

“Soil: Gandy or sandy loam, quite dry, 
‘in*which the machine moved easily. In 
places crab grass was thickly entangled 


v.ith the open cotton, but this condition | 


did not prevent satisfactory work, al- 
though increasing the trash. 
“To test the thoroughness of the work, 


samples were taken of all the seed cotton | 
left unpicked or on the ground on a def- | 


inite number of plants. This was done 
‘where the machine had operated, and, 
for comparison, where the usual hand 
picking had been done. I found by com- 
parison that about two to two and one- 
half as much cotton was left behind by 
the machine as by the hand pickers, 
'y estimate the amount of trash as, per- 
\haps, double that left by a careful picker, 
‘but I heard one man say that he had 
‘had hands to get as much trash ag the 
machine. I think this trash would all 
be removed by the gin. It is too early to 
judge as to the wearing qualities of the 
machine. The weight of the machine, 
except for the’ engine and wheels, is 
slight, , 

‘The cost of operation is summed up 
‘in the statement that four boys can do 
ithe picking and one man can guide the 
‘machine. J think the labor could be had 
lat $2 per day, or, at the most, $2.50 per 
‘da , The cost of the gasoline would be 
‘slight. I found that the machine moved 
lalmost exactly 333 feet per hour, includ- 
ing the time lost in turning and remov- 
Ing cotton from the receptacles. As It 
picks one entire row under the machine 
and two half rows (equal to two entire 
rows altogether), in this case 4 feet wide, 
the area covered in one hour was nearly 
ore-fifth of an acre. It is possible for 
the machine to be operated faster than 
it was when I inspected it. 
test severa] counts showed that each 
boy was gathering more than 100 bolls 
iper minute, or about ! pound of seed 
icotten for each boy per minute, or 60 
pounds per hour, or 240 pounds of seed 
eotton per hour for the machine. This 
is estimating that it would require 100 
bclis to make a pound, but there are 
many varieties 70 or 75 bolls of which 
will give a pound.” 

The department of agriculture, of 
course, hag no interest in the matter, 
beyond its general desire to do every- 
thing in its power to ald the farmers 
of the country.

Treaties and Common Sense. 


There is no possible sense in the 
time-to-time clashes between the ex- 
ecutive department and the senate 
over treaties. Nor, indeed, is there 
any warrant for ‘the plaint, so fre- 
quently emitted by the department of 
state, to the effect that foreign gov- 
ernments are -sure to resent any 
amendment of treaties as negotiated. 
With reference to the latter phase 
of the question, it is sufficient to say 
that foreign governments understand, 
if the state department does some- 
times forget, that the senate is a part 
of the treaty-making power of the 
United States government. The 
heads of the foreign offices of 
other governments realize that every 
treaty made by the United States 
must be ratified by the senate, and 
they govern their action accord- 
ingly. 

The more or less frequent differ- 
ences between the senate and the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, in 
these cases represented by the presi- 
dent and the secretary of state, have 
their genesis in pride of authorship 
as well as in the growing tendency 
on the part of the executive branch 
to consider itself in a sense para- 
mount to the legislative. While con- 
gress as a whole has no part in the 
making of treaties, the senate is, un- 
der the constitution, a factor of equal 
importance with the president. The 
wisdom of this provision for a govern- 
ment like our own cannot be ques- 
tioned.

BARTLETT TALKS. 
OF RAILROADS 


South Will Favor Govern- 
ment Ownership. 


Washington, February |9.—sudge Bart- 
lett, congressman from the sixth Georgia 
district, is one of those who do not be- 
lieve the people of the south will become 
easy converts to the theories of govern- 
ment ownership which seem to have had 
such ready advocacy at the hands of some 
democrats, and others, in the debates 
upon the railroad regulation question. In 
an elaborate address discussing all 
phases of the railroad question, Judge 
Bartlett said: 

“The exercise by congtress of the sover- 
eign power vested in it by the constitu- 
tion of the United States to regulate and 
control these great transportation com- 
panies engaged in interstate business is 
one, cléarly granted by that instrument. 
It is in no sense a new proposition, and 
does not in the least approach the doc- 
trine of government ownership of rail- 
roads. The socialist who would destroy 
the constitution and convert the govern- 
ment of the United States from one 
| whose powers and duties are limited by 
ithe constitution to one whose powers to 
legislate shall be unlimited, either as te 
subject-matter or persons, can find no 
encouragement from the fact that this 
congress shall enact laws of the charac- 
ter proposed in this bill. 

“‘As a democrat, believing in the perpet- 
uation of our government under the con- 
stitution, as it was established for us by 
the fathers of the constitution, I favor 
this legislation which proposes to extend 
to the interstate commerce commission 
the authority to do that which congress 


rates {in a proper case. But I do not 
now, nor will I ever, be found advocating 
or supporting that dangerous, un-Ameri- 
can, and socialistic doctrine of govern- 
ment ownership of the interstate rail- 
ways. No such necessity as that will 
ever be presented to us, if congress shall 
properly exercise its constitutiona] au- 
thority to compel these corporations to 
comply with reasonable and just regu- 
lations as to freight rates, and to aban- 
don and discontinue discriminations, re- 
bates, and other vicious practices, by 
which they extort from the people ex- 
travagant and unreasonable charges for 
the service rendered by these corpora- 
tions to the public. Great as are these 
evils at the present, for myself I would 
more readily submit to them for a while 
than seek relief in the socialistic proposi- 
tion for relief, by government ownership, 
nor do I believe that the sober-thinking. 
liberty-loving, conservative people of this 
republic will ever consent to embark in 
an undertaking so foreign to every theory 
|and principle of our government. What- 
‘ever other political parties may indorse, 
lI feel confident that the democratic par- 
ty, to which I belong, and whose princi- 
ples I cherish, will never support such a 
proposition so at war with every article 
of its faith. 

‘There is one section of this republic 
whose democracy has always remained 
true in every hour of that party’s trials, 
and which in the last national election 
was the only “oasis” in the great “Sa- 
hara”’’ of defeat, the section from which 
I have the honor to come, and to repre- 
sent in part in this house—the south— 
which will set its face as adamant, un- 
moved and unchangeable, against the 
proposition of those who would transform 
our government from the ideal govern- 
ment and republic it is to one of social- 
ism and paternalism, the first step to- 
ward which will be government owner- 
ship of railroads. 

‘Mr. Chairman, we have heard it stat- 
‘ed in this house by gentlemen on this 
‘side and elsewhere that in order to win 
'gsuecess the democratic party must ad- 
| vance and become radicaj; that it must 
‘abandon the principles of constitutional 
| government and take positions favoring 
igovernment ownership of railroads and 
other extreme measures. Speaking for 
my own people—and I believe I voice the 
,sentiments of the vast majority of the 
people of the south—] say to the people 
f this great republic that when the time 
comes in any contest between extreme 
radicalicm, socialism or other destructive 
forces that may be organized to over- 
throw and destroy the great principles of 
government on which this republic of 
ours is founded, you will find one section 
of this great republic where there is more 
‘conservatism, more pure, unadulterated 
Americanism, more love for the constitu- 
‘tion and the principles of our government 
there contained than in other parts of 
the urion. You will find the people of 
the south ready to unite with the con- 
servative people of other states, standing 
firmly with them and in the forefront 
with those Americans who shal] contend 
for the preservation to this people and 
those of future generations, of the con- 
stitution and the principles of a const 
tutional, republican form of government 
as it was established for and bequeathed 
to us by our fathers.”

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Counterfeited in Prison. 


Perhaps the greatest sensation of the’ 
entire story was the fact that while 
these counterfeiters were confined in the 
eastern penitentiary, it was discovered 
that the artist and the engraver secured 
the needed tools ang engraved another 
plate for the making of counterfeit bills 
that was carried outside and over $1,500 
was ,reported in circulation before this 


second scheme was discovered, and again | 


an accident led to the discovery. 


This, vf course, created a tremendous | 
cleaning out of the penitentiary once | 
more, for while the prisoners claimeg that 


they had made the plates under blankets 
at night with the light screened, it was 
of course generally believed that the 
circulation of the money would have 
been an impossibility except wita 
confederates among the prison guards. 

Later the prisoners were transferred 
to the federal prison in Atlanta, and long 
before they reached this city the expert 
engraver gave every evidence of wanting 
to make a new start in life in the right 
kind of a way and it is at the request 
of several officials that his name is 
withhelg at this time. As proof of the 
skili of the engraver, some of his best 
work was brought before the subtreas- 
ury department in Washington and of- 
ficials reported at that time that three 
days were consumed in distinguishing the 
counterfeit from the real bank notes, and 
at the end it was conceded that the work 
of the counterfeit was just a trifle bet- 
ter than that of the government, 

It has been reported that the engraver 
will immediately be given a chance to do 
work for the gevernment, and under 
government gurveilance, but the engraver 
refuseg to make any statement regarding 
his future plans. According to the re- 
ports of those in a position to know, the 
engraver will be watched for all of the 
rest of his Hfe, but it is also stated that 
there is little chance of his ever doing 
the same grade cf work again that made 
him so famous. 

During confinement he began to suffer 
with his eyes. It was believed that the 
optic nerve was affecte@d and that his 
would be another case “Of the Light 
That Failed.” Later the condition of 
his e€yes seemed greatiy improved, but 
he siated that one eye was useless and 
that he looked to only a few more years 
in which he might use what eyesight was 
left for engraving. The seal of the fed- 
eral prison, the letterheads and other 
engravings used by Warden Moyer and 
his associates in the federal prison, still 
stand as a monument to his genius as 
one of the finest engravers the world 
has ever seen.

The committee appeal- 
ed to congress ang secured the passage 
of a law permitting the occupancy of 
a score of vacgnt houses in the square 
upon which jis to be built the magnificent 
senate office building.

oath of office.

Other committees have their @uties 
until the smallest detall is provided for, 
But while these plans cost nothing to 
evolve, they do cost something to exe- 
cute. 

It is not generally known that al! the 
festivities and excitement incident to 
the inauguration of a president, includ- 
ing the parade and the inaugural ball, 
are arranged, conducted and paid for 
by the citizens of the District of Co- 
lumbia. The two hundred thousand per- 
sons who will flock into Washington will 
be the guests of the citizens of the 
Capitol City, for an inauguration is not 
a national, but a loca) affair. 

This may not be so in theory, but it 
is in fact, and there hag been consider 
able talk of placimg inaugurations in the 
hands of congress and a congressionai 
committee, instead of leaving it entirely 
to the discretion of the people of Wash- 
ington. It costs about $60,000 to induct 
a president into office, and to fittingly 
celebrate such induction. Sixty thou- 
sand dollars every four years would soon 
bankrupt the loca] treasury and conse- 
quently the inaugural managers many 
years ago hit upon the scheme of giving 
an inaugural ball and charging for ad- 
mission thereto, the “paltry and insig- 
nificant’? sum of $5 a head. The pen- 
sion building, where the inaugural] bail 
will be held, can accommodate 12,006 
or 15,000 persons, and the committee 
of 1905 is counting upon an attendance of 
at least 12,000 on the night of March 
4. This number, at the rate of $5 per, 
would bring the gross receipts up to 
exactly $60,000, which will offset the ex- 
penditure of the entire day’s ceremony.

Thig considerable amount of cash, how- 
ever, does not come in until after all 
expenses have been paid, consequently it 
was found necessary to secure the sixty 
thousand in advance.

THE REPRESENTATIVE MEN OF THE BIBLE: 
JOB, WHO LOST ALL AND YET KEPT SWEET 


By Rev. Len G. Broughton. 
Text: “There was a man in the land oi 
Us, whose name was Job; and that man 
Was perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God, and turned away from evil.” 
Fob t:1. ; 


Job has ever been the subject of all 
sorts of speculations. Some declare his 
story a fiction; some that he was too 
good to have lived: others that he was 
mot good enough. 

There is no ground for any such criti- 
cism. Certainly there is no more reason 
for regarding his story as fiction than 
there is for so regarding the story of 
Paul, Martin Luther. John Calvin, John 
Bunyon, or any other character that has 
figured in the religious history of the 
world. The trouble with such critics fs, 
that, they are a conceited lot of bigots. 
‘Cheir little brain is the center of their 
yafth. Their reason is unreasonable, and 
yet they are unable to see it. They lack 
heart to give their reason ballast, They 
are constantly astounding the world by 
whacking away at the old Bible charac- 
ters and doctrines. One day they tell 
us that there was never any sueh man 
as Adam; that he is simply the hero of 


a great novel, and yellow-back at that. | 
That Eve ate a crab apple and soured | 


ner temper. Tha+r tf Adam ever lived 
he was the man end of a monkey chain. 

These are samples of the folly and 
fovlishness of so-called critics of the 
Bible. But they are not all, there are 
gome more: “Jonah was not swallowed 
by a great fish, he was sucked in by a 
boat by the name of ‘Great Fish.’” 
“Moses dif not write the Penfateuch, 
and ifhe did, it {s not correct.’’ ‘Isaiah 
Was not one man, as we have always 
thought, but two.” “David did not write 
the Psalms, but doubtless somebody elise 
did.” “Daniel did not refuse the wine and 
the meat, at the feast from principle, 
but because it had been offered to some 
‘ one else first.’’ 

But why go on with such nonsense? 
YT would not mention it at all. but to 
show you the extremes to which so0- 
ealled scholarship has gone. I am sorry 
for the preacher who keeps company 
with such a crowd. Rest assuredghe will 
mever have any part In the redemption 
of a lost world. Redemption will never 
eome that way. Picking the Bible to 
pleces is pulling the world down rather 
than lifting it up 

Job a Real Character. 

To me, Job 1s a real character, very 
real at that. He is just as real as any 
other real man. His career has been the 


comfort and consolation of saints in all | 


tne ages. Taken altogether it is the very 
best example In Holy Write for consvo- 
letion in the hour of trial. 

-But Job is more than a real charac- 
ter, he {s a type of Israel. See his rise, 
his fall, and his rise again and ySu 
have a picture of the Jewigh people. At 
one time it was the nation of nations; 
now it is gloriless, scattered, and dis- 
eonsolate. But it will not always be so. 
When Jesus comes to reign the Jew will 
be the instrument of His _ perfect 
triumph. He will be the preacher, the 
evangelist, whose zeal will set the world 
on fire. 

Tob is introduced to us as a man in 
the land of Uz.wt&at was ‘“‘perfect and 
upright, one that feared God, and turned 
away from evil.’’ What a remarkable in- 
troduction this is! What a good epitaph! 
Tt reminds us of most of the tomb stone 
inscriptions in ovr cemeteries, the dif- 
ference being, Job deserved his. God 
never misrepresents a character for 
favor or reward; what He says about 
a man is true. Our epitaphers are not 
God. They are for pleasing men, I pass- 
ei a grave not long ago and read on 
the headstone: ‘“‘He served his generation 
well. and is now at rest.” ‘The man 
buried in that grave was a saloon 
keeper. It is true he was converted be- 
fore he dled. He did not live long, how- 
ever, after his conversion, To say that 
he was at rest was doubtless true, but 
to say that he had served his genera- 
tion well was a falsehood. If it had said 
he served his generation hell, and is at 
rest, it would have been more in keeping 
with the facts. The idea of a man get- 
iing rich selling whisky, 
eharacters, damning souls, 
when he diez stick such a testimony 
that up for the gaze of the world: 

I wish we might get enough religion to 
etand by the truth though it cuts to the 
beart. When a man has lived an un- 
fighteous life let it stand when he + 
dead. All the inscriptions and declara- 
tions of men will not change it. 


A Rich Man. 
Moreover, Job was a rich man. He 
had 7.000 sheep, 3,000 camels, 500 yoke 
of oxen, 500 she asses and a very great

The Czar and the Emperor. 


In view of tbe czar’s apparent ignor- 
ance of conditions in Russia and his re- 
ported appeal to his advisers to be told 
the truth, the words of the Emperor 
in Gibbon’s . Roman 
| Empire, are particularly applicable. 
| Diocletian, who abdicated the Roman 
purple A. D. 303, said after he had re- 
tired to the quiet of private life: 

“How often jis it the interest of four 
or five ministers to combine to deceive 
their sovereign. Secluded from mankind 
by his exalted dignity, the truth is con-
